Warm weather crops, such as toma- 


toes, sweet potatoes, okra, beans, and 
Crowder peas, should be planted as 
soon as the land can be worked. Re- 
planting of some of the crops ruined 
by excess water will still have lime 
lo mature.

Hornet, 67. nationally known railroad 
executive, died in his home Friday 
after a general breakdown.

the man credited with being the guid- 
ing slhr of the Nickel Plate system's 
growth and development since he bc- 
eame associated with them in 11)10.

He was called in for his third major 


operation in 1929 when llu: Van Swcr-

gens bought the Chesapeake & Ohio,

Additional Power 


BATON ROUGE, La.—(/P)—Legisla- 


tion lo place Ihc hiring and firing of 
employes of every city, 
town and 


crossroads community under the state 
Civil Service Commission, composed 
of Senator Huey P. Long's followers, 
Friday rang the death knell o£ local 
political patronage in Louisiana. 


As Long, bossing his latest special 


session of the state legislature, easily 
beat down opposition attempts to make 
his bills to punish political use of fed- 
eral funds apply to state funds as 
well, his majority house members ap- 
proved a proposal placing every non- 
elective worker in the slate under 
slate civil service. 


The action would vest the say-so 


regarding employment of every city, 
parish or village worker, from well- 
paid department heads, down to the 
lowliest laborer in the state govern- 
ment. Automatically, it would deprive 
the city and parish governments of 
job-awarding authority. 


The objective was definitely reveal- 


ed—although Long denied 
it—when 


Long's house floor leader successfully 
moved amendment of a bill broadening 
the scope of the civil service act and 
tightening its provisions. 


The bill, amending the act as inlro- 


duccd, extended the Civil 
Service 


Commission's 
authority, 
originally 


confined to municipal police and fire- 
men, to "any municipal, parochial, or 
state officer" to read "and any depu- 
ties, assistants, clerks, or any other 
employes except where such selection 
is made by the direct vote 
of the 


people." 


When the legislative session Rot un- 


der way it. appeared that Long would 
bo content, merely lo place all New 
Orleans city 
employes 
under state 


civil service. As the texts of the sen- 
ator's bills were revealed, however, 
it became apparent that he did not 
intend to so restrict the commission's 
authority.

Fascist editor, "makes excusable your 
ignorance of that fact that the speak- 
er of the House of Commons 
may 


judge what is admissable in parlia- 
mentary debate. Your suggestion that 
I give you satisfaction via the obso- 
lete and barbarious method of the 
duel indicates your failure to appre- 
ciate such essentials. 


"The fact of your proving superior 


in armed combat is quite irrelevant to 
the issue of the propriety of your gov- 
ernment's action in Abyssinia."
